REMARKS 

U.S. Patent Application No. 09/606422 was unintentionally abandoned as of 
June 25, 2005. Applicants respectfully request revival of U.S. Patent Application 
No. 09/606422, under 37 CFR 1.137(b) solely for purposes of co-pendency with 
U.S. Patent Application No. 1 1/267873 (in which Applicants claimed benefit of 
priority to U.S. Patent Application No. 09/606422). 

On September 13, 2005 Applicants noted upon review that PAIR had no 
indication of receipt of the above referenced document to date, although 
Applicants' deposit account had been debited by the payable fees of $475.00 on 
April 28, 2005. Accordingly, Applicants contacted Patent Examiner Button, who 
confirmed that neither PAIR nor PALM system had been updated with receipt of a 
Combined Notice of Appeal from the Primary Examiner to the Board of Patent 
Appeals and Interferences & Petition for Extension of Time, indicating that it has 
probably been lost by USPTO. Examiner Hutton suggested that a duplicate copy 
be forwarded to the Commissioner for Patents, Mail Stop AF.
